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When Freedom Becomes License 


Freedom of speech can run wild 
unless. it is controlled by conscience or 
law. Its dangers are emphasized in two 
unrelated bulletins that have just come 
in to the Tres editorial offices. Dr. 
Frederick Schweitzer, president of 
Boomfield College, according to the 
Christian Herald, has taken definite steps 
to exclude “Reds, near Reds, pinks, or 
fellow travelers” from the faculty. “It 
has been argued,” he says, “that pro- 


fessors should be permitted to give forth 
whatever views they may possess — that 
this is in the true spirit of ‘academic 
liberty. We maintain it becomes aca- 
demic ‘license’ in such cases. The Red- 
tinged professor is temperamentally un- 
able to present the facts about America 
in an objective manner. . . . If he were, 
he would not be a Red. As to objectiv- 
ity, we cannot expect our students to be 
judges and juries for what they hear in 
the classroom.” The September bulletin 
letter of the Inter-Varsity Christian Fel- 
lowship shows how far this so-called 
academic freedom can go. It quotes the 
following paragraph from a resolution 
adopted by a large evangelical denomina- 
tion at its yearly conference: “Whereas, 
teachers are prohibited from teaching 
the Word of God in our public schools 
and whereas, Godless, atheistic and 
materialistic evolution is being taught in 
our public schools, colleges and uni- 
versities; and whereas, this Christless 
evolution is taught, not as theory, but 
as a fact which will naturally conceive 
a generation devoid of fear, love, and 
trust in God, and a generation that will

strive only for things earthly, temporal 
and material; therefore, be it resolved 
that . . . all Christians do everything 
in their power to stop this Christless 
instruction . ..” This is what godless 
teachers are allowed to do, but the same 
letter also contains this: “On one 
campus, a young Christian professor re- 
cently was given an ultimatum by’ the 
president of the college that either she 
stop meeting with the students for 
prayer and Bible study or she could 
expect to be discharged.” Mr. Stacey 
Woods, secretary of the L.V.C.F., .adds: 
“Everything in our power’— by God’s 
help, let us give ourselves wholeheart- 
edly to the task of stopping this Christ- 
less instruction and let us win these 
students for Christ.” It is good to find 
a college president taking a courageous 
stand against Communistic professors; 
but, as Mr. Woods says, we must go 
further than that. Nothing will keep 
students from falling before the tremen- 
dous temptations of these days except 
the presence of Christ, the living Word, 
in their hearts, and the power of the 
written Word in their lives.

The notes that 
Reformation 


rupted Biblical faith. 
follow are from French 
history. 


N A sunny day in May, 1950, the 
O Queen of Holland, Juliana, de- , 

posited a wreath of roses and 
laurel at the base of the statue of Ad- 
miral Coligny, which stands in front of 
the Church of the Oratoire in the Rue 
de Rivoli, Paris. 

The Dutch queen is of the House of 
Orange and her great ancestor, William 
the Silent, was married to Louise, the 
daughter of Coligny, whose first husband 
perished, with Coligny himself, in the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew’s night. 
Queen Juliana is therefore descended 
from two of the most illustrious figures 
of the Protestant Reformation. oy 

Since that morning last May, a monu- 
ment commemorating the sufferings of 
Huguenots on the Ile Sainte-Marguérite 
at Cannes has been unveiled and on this 
occasion the Dutch Queen sent a sym- 
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pathetic letter. It honers a group of 
Huguenot pastors who, having escaped 
from persecuting France to Holland and 
there comfortably settled, returned to 
France to care for the suffering flock 
of God, “under the Cross.” They were 
discovered, apprehended, and thrust into 
the dungeons of St. Marguérite’s Island 
for the rest of their days. 

Two of these pastors had been exiled 
to England, four others to Holland, Car- 
del having been minister at Haarlem, 
Salve at Ardenburg, Mathurin at Arn- 
heim, Malzac at Rotterdam. After they 
had disappeared in this royal bastille, 
their churches in Holland took over the 
support of their wives and little ones. 
When King William of England finally 
succeeded in getting the. release of vari- 
ous of them, three had lost their reason. 
A fourth, after thirty-two years of soli- 
tary confinement, died in his cell in 
Tower Four. 

Of sunlight they had but a minimum. 
They could not converse with one an- 
other. Singing Psalms was forbidden 
them. It was a living death. They 
looked back on “the happy provinces 
{in Holland] where they had tasted 
peace of mind.” A single word, “J’abjure” 
(that is, “I abjure my Protestant faith”), 
would have enabled them to return 
thither. They never pronounced it. 

Such were the men of the Reforma- 
tion. Whence came this incomparable 
constancy? “From the Bible,” says M. 
Ponsoye in Le Christianisme, and i'lus- 
trates his contention by many cases. He 
goes back to the Revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes, which ended religious freedom 
in France. The Marquis de la Trcusse, 
whom Louis XIV appointed chief of 
cavalry for bringing back into Roman- 
ism, with the help of Catholic clergy, 
the 240,000 Protestants of Languedoc, 
issued the followirtg order: 

“From the King. All new converts 
[that is, Protestants forced into Roman- 
ism] in this province must, within twen- 
ty-four hours, deliver into the hands of 
the clergy all books thay may have — 
prayer books, psalters, Geneva Bibles 
—for examination. Those that are good 
will be given back, the others thrown 
to the flames. Any disobedience will be 
severely punished. Officials, with eccle- 
siastical help, must inside of twenty- 


four hours make a close search in the . 


houses for concealed books. Army offi- 
cers are to see that these orders are 
carried out.” 

But what could dragoons and priests 
do to a book which was not merely a 
printed publication, concealed in some 
hiding place and read furtively, but a 
book lived out by those who owned it? 
The Cevenol (South France Protestant) 
fed himself on the Word of God. He 
carried within him its promises and the’ 
supernatural power of this _ Biblical 
world in which God intervened as helper 
to His people in their tribulations, bring- 
ing them finally to a glorious redemption, 

Even ‘in sleep the Bible was present 
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with them. Isaac Vidal, preacher and 
wool worker of Colognac, had a midnight 
vision and heard a voice say, “Arise! 
Go and comfort my people.” 

Such lay pastors realized that they 
were not equal in knowledge to. the 
trained pastors whom the Revocation had 
exiled. But they also knew that they 
announced the Word of God and that 
this Word, even denuded of prestige, was 
the sole Truth, to be followed unto 
death. Hear Antoine Rocher, another 
wool worker of Mazeldan (twenty-six 
years of age). For him, the kingdom 
of France was a new Egypt, covered with 
darkness. But as formerly there lived 
in the land of Goshen Children of Is- 
rael, so, thanks to Gospel preaching, 
there was now also in France a faithful 
remnant, 

“Into this Goshen,” declared Rocher, 
“God allows a few light rays to pene- 
trate as when sun is darkened by cloud. 
We may not be able to explain the holy 
Word as our former ministers did, but 
we study it according to the light that 
God has given us. We are little smok- 
ing wicks, but none the less, by means 
of this light, we will at last arrive at 
the Kingdom of Heaven, if we but fol- 
low it.” 

This Word was buckler and sword, for 
defense and attack, when the Huguenot 
was brought before powers — judges, 
soldiers, clergy. There were Protestants 
without Biblical knowledge, unarmed 
and mute before those attempting to 
convert them forcibly. Great was their 
anguish. Of such as young Manon 
Fuzier, detained in the convent of Pont 
Saint-Esprit: 

“I fear he will force me to give up. 
From morning to evening they give me 
no rest. I know not what to do. They 
press me to explain my religious be- 
liefs, but I can say nothing. If you 
can, write me something this evening, 
for I cannot longer resist. I can but 
weep. The priest Arnuffe hardly ever 
leaves me.” 

On the other hand, what assurance 
those showed whose spiritual life the 
Bible had shaped. Take the case of 
that remarkable young girl of St. Paul 
Trois Chateaux, Blanche Gamond, 
twenty years of age. After the dragon- 
nade of 1683, she realized that the time 
of conflict had come:

How Tall Was Paul? 


Will you please tell me who said of 
the Apostle Paul, “Four cubits in stat- 
ure, he reached to the skies”? Also 
just what his height would be? | 
should like to use it in my teaching. 
I have forgotten who spoke those 
words, 


I have enjoyed so much the articles 
by Mr. Philip Howard telling of his 
visit to the English Keswick; also 
those by George T. B. Davis on Pales- 
time. scarcely know what I would 
do without my Sunpay ScHoo.

The Times does not know the source 
of the quotation referring to Paul's stat- 
ure. 

There are various estimates of the 
length of a cubit. The Companion Bible, 
Appendix 51, gives it as 21 to 25 inches. 
Jamieson, Fausset & Brown, commenting 
on the height of Goliath, 1 Samuel 17:4, 
say, “Taking a cubit at the standard of 
21 inches, the stature of the champion 
would be 10% feet”; but proceeds to 
quote the Septuagint and Josephus which 
give a lower estimate of his height. Dr. 
Scofield’s marginal reference at 1 Sam- 
uel 17:4 gives a cubit as 1 foot 5 inches, 
or 17 inches. The cubit has often been 
estimated at about 18 inches. According 
to the above quotation, with the cubit 
at 18 inches, Paul would have been six 
feet tall: with the cubit at 17 inches, 
he would have been 5 feet 8 inches tall. 
Neither of these estimates would make 
him a small man, 

The Bible does not tell us how tall 
Paul was, and gives very little light on 
his personal appearance. He _ himself

but is also anti-God. Her propa- 

ganda is most sinister and bitter. 
She has done her very best to stamp 
gut every vestige of Christianity and 
religious fervor; and she does not 
overlook the children. For years im- 
prisonment, and often execution, has 
been meted out to those who dared to 
teach a boy or girl, under eighteen years 
of age, any form of religion; and preach- 
ing was definitely prohibited. 

Many crude and obscene tableaux 
were organized throughout Russia to 
pring ridicule upon Christianity. One 
cartoon showed Christians murdered 
around the foot of a ladder, and climb- 
ing the ladder was a man with a ham- 
mer in his hand, and this caption at 
the foot: “We will grapple with the 
Lord God in due season. We shall van- 
quish him in his highest heaven, and 
wherever he seeks refuge; and we shall 
subdue him forever. But we must un- 
derstand that in our backward peasant 
country, where we are only as yet at 
the beginning of our work of culture 
and education, we must be cautious — 
much more cautious than hitherto 
(Zinovieff) .” 

‘The Soviets mobilized the Komsomoltsi 
of youthful Communists to divert Christ- 
mas and other religious days into anti- 
feligious channels. Freedom in lust was 
allowed and encouraged by young peo- 
ple, and no parent dared interfere. These 
orgies of licentiousness became so bestial 
that the authorities decided that it was 
not only getting beyond their control, 
but it was becoming nauseating even to 
Communists. Zinovieff said that they 
were not daunted, because it was merely 
through faulty methods that they had 
failed

Russia’s godlessness showed itself more 
shockingly through Lunacharsky, Com- 
itissar of Education, who hated Chris- 
tians because they preach love to one’s 
feighbors, which is a hindrance to the 
Soviet revolution, and contrary to Com- 
Munistic principles. He further stated 
fiat what they want is hatred; for only 
by this way can they conquer the uni- 
verse. No wonder that Communism is 
a hateful and soul-destroying-viper.

What I have seen behind the iron cur- 
tain proves to me that it is unchange- 
ably corrupt and vile.” 

Even trade unionism is used to spread 
militant atheism; and no religious man 
—no matter what his religion may be 
—can be a member of a Communistic 
organization. The Pope warned that 
any Roman Catholic who became a Com- 
munist forfeits his Roman Catholicism. 
Judas Iscariot is also worshiped under 
the name of Iscariotism. Apparently 
anything is used in Russia if it blas- 
phemes Christ. 

Severe restrictions were placed on the 
printing of religious literature until 
Stalin saw that it was wise to encourage 
religious worship during the late war in 
order to make possible the security of 
the nation. 

Now that the war has ended there is 
more persecution of Christians in Russia, 
and her satellite countries than ever be- 
fore; and where Communism holds sway 
Christian missionary effort is stifled. Ap- 
parently Stalin was giving greater re- 
ligious liberty as a sinister cloak to cover 
up his sinister purpose. Now that the 
war is over, he throws off this cloak as 
a discarded subterfuge. 

Everything is being done by Russia 
to increase her political power and in- 
fluence. She is eagerly mining her 
uranium deposits, using Germans as 
slave-laborers in the process. 

Her spy system is the cleverest the 
world has ever known. Communism, 
which is world-wide, and spying intrigue 
run hand in hand. Even the secrets of 
the atom and hydrogen bombs are now 
known to Russia through traitors. She 
is determined to be more powerful than 
any other nation, or combination of 
nations, 

As it is necessary for her to secure 
oil on an immense scale, she has used 
determined efforts to pull countries,

which have oil deposits, within her orbit. 

She took over. Rumania and her great 
oil wells, but never recognized the huge 
foreign investments and property. She 
has never been known to compensate 
any such, but she has continually fleeced 
these countries of their wealth. She 
has great hatred for non-Communistic 
countries, which she names capitalistic 
and “oppressors of the people”; while 
her tyrannical and soul-crushing rule 
is named “the people’s democracy.” 

Iran has been the center of her 
intrigue for years, as she is determined 
to secure the huge oil deposits there. 

Iragian Communists have tried again 
and again to turn that country against 
the true democratic powers. Therefore 
the Near East remains the center of her 
cunning method of creating unrest so 
as to further her aims. If she secured 
the vast oil deposits in the Near East, 
her .ambitions for world rule would be 
nearer realization. 


World-Wide Aggression 


Her political control of China is to 
secure the vast hordes of Chinese for 
her future warfare; and her sinister ac- 
tion in recognizing the bandit leader 
of Indo-China — rebel Vietnamese Com- 
munist Ho Chi Minh —in spite of Rus- 
sia’s treaty of alliance with France, is 
for the purpose of securing the vast 
mineral wealth of that land. 

The persistent, political, aggressive 
actions of Russia—now seen in Korea 
—are staggering to the average mind; 
but they need not worry the Bible-lov- 
ing Christian, because he can see that 
Russia’s rapid movements are but an 
indication as to how Ezekiel 38 can be 
carried out. They are a preparation. 

For years Russia has been using Jews 
for her own aggrandizement. The proc- 
lamation of Biro-Bidjan, on the Amur 
River bordering Manchuria, as an auton- 
omous’ Jewish Republic was a truly 
clever scheme. Though it was a failure 
as a Jewish center, it helped to make 
possible the present incorporation of 
Manchuria in the Russian Empire. 

When the new Israeli Government se- 
cured a mandate in Palestine, the voting 
gave a terrific defeat to Communistic 
candidates. This caused Russia to try 
to block Jews from leaving Russia for 
Palestine. Seeing that there are nearly 
6,000,000 Jews in Russia (according to 
Collier’s) of whom 2,200,000 migrated 
to the Soviet Union since 1939 to escape 
the Nazis, this opposition to their de- 
parture for Palestine is exceedingly 
serious; 

Now a new movement has taken place.

many eminent persons— scientists like 
Compton and Millikan (both ministers’ 
sons), President Truman and Ex-Presi- 
dent Hoover, Admirals King and Nimitz, 
General Eisenhower, the industrialists 
Messrs. Firestone and Pew, and writers 
Douglas Freeman and William R. Benét. 

Thirty-two of the noblest passages in 
the Old and New Testaments have been 
chosen for reading, mostly whole chap- 
ters, 

Our most eminent Bible reader, how- 
ever, is General Douglas MacArthur. 
Mrs. MacArthur mentions in the Satur- 
day Evening Post how, whenever he is 
troubled about any critical situation, he 
always goes to his Bible the first thing. 
To him it is a lamp to his feet and a 
light to his path. 


Widespread revivals are reported over 
the country, “Christ for Wisconsin” 
meetings are slated this fall for Mil- 
waukee, Oshkosh, Wausau, Rice Lake, 
Menomonie, Richland Center, Madison, 
and Oxford.

Mr. Thomas 8S. Smith, large produce 
and fruit handler in Chicago, known as 
“the Apple King,” with great orchards 
in Michigan, Illinois, and Missouri, has 
for many years been one of the main- 
stays of the Moody Bible Institute and 
of the Moody Church, Chicago; also 
president of the board of directors of 
the Pacific Garden Mission.

son, Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, is professor 
in Fuller Theological Seminary and spe- 
cialist in Christian literature. Mr. Smith, 
the father, served for many years as 
Sunday school superintendent of the 
Moody Church. 


The death of Mrs. Philip D. Armour 
of Chicago removes a consecrated Chris- 
tian worker who, for years, was director 
of Child Evangelism in Chicago, pour- 
ing her strength and money into that 
work. Under her leadership, the em- 
phasis was always on the Word of God, 
prayer, and the power of the Holy Spirit. 
She enlisted others, among them Mr. 
Taylor, president of the Club Aluminum 
Company of America, who is now presi- 
dent of the National Committee of Child 
Evangelism. Mr. Overholtzer, the leader 
in this work, tells how she came to his 
help in tight places: “It seemed that 
the Lord directed her once, when, with- 
out money or food for some time, I re- 
ceived a check from her. Again, having 
pawned my overcoat in Omaha and 
worked on to Des Moines, I reached 
Kansas City in zero weather, and a check 
of $100 came, enabling me to buy a new 
one. Mrs. Armour was truly one of 
God’s handmaidens upon whom He 
poured out His Spirit. 


The death of the much-loved and bril- 
liant Dr. L. H. Lehmann is a great blow 
to the cause of the Reformation in the 
United States. Out of nothing, he built 
up a work which any great denomina- 
tion might be proud of, the Converted 
Catholic, now having a subscription list 
of some forty thousand. He was, fur- 
ther, an indefatigable author of consum- 
mate books and brochures having to do 
with the controversy with Catholicism, 
and extended his testimony by spoken 
word over the country. He also gath- 
ered about him a staff of able co- 
workers, all former priests. 

In the “In Memoriam” issue of the Con- 
verted Catholic is a picture of Dr. Leh- 
mann flanked by his two sons, for like 
Luther he honored family life as over 
against the unnatural priest life. He 
loved Roman Catholics as old relatives 
and yearned to bring them out into the 
freedom and hopes of the children of 
God. So his note was ever rather evan- 
gelical than anticlerical. In this atti- 
tude he was faithful unto death. Two 
Roman priests entered his sickroom, 
unsolicited, even after formal declara- 
tion had been made to hospital authori- 
ties that no priest was to visit him. One 
of them, a Redemptorist Father from 
Brooklyn, left with anger, saying,- “I 
entered here to offer you solace, not to 
be converted,” for Dr. Lehmann.had told 
him how he was resting in Christ, and 
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how he, too, might have that joyful cop. 
fidence, 

Dr. Christie Innes writes of him, “Hay. 
ing suffered, he was brother to thoge 
other numerous priests who stagger out 
of the Roman labyrinth.” The best way 
to honor his memory, then, would be to 
establish a refuge and home for priests 
where they might be enabled to retum 
to normal life with evangelical counsel], 
Such an enterprise might well be un- 
dertaken jointly by awakened evangel- 
ical groups. 


Letters from northern Quebec tel! of 
the persecution at Lasarre: 

“The servants of the Lord went to 
the second street meeting fully realiz- 
ing that there would probably be mob 
violence. The service began fairly quietly 
with some sevent$ people listening to 
the Word, but as the crowd grew, a few 
leaders began to arouse the people. It 
soon became impossible to speak because 
of shouting of men and children and 
blowing of many horns. Still the crowd 
grew. The Christians stood together 
singing the glorious Gospel. As the 
tumult grew, young men began to push 
the Christians, knocking and bumping 
them again and again, 

“The Christians were about to leave, 
when, down Main Street, came the local 
fire engine at a great rate. The crowd 
numbering some four hundred drew 
back, leaving the servants of the Lord 
standing alone. The hose was soon con- 
nected, and dirty water from the river 
was directed against the Christians, As 
the speakers moved away the _ great 
crowd followed, hooting and swearing 
and shoving them. It was a page from 
the Book of Acts: the quiet town in an 
uproar; God's. servants, unprotected, 
slowly leading the way; cruel men 
tramping on their feet and mercilessly 
kicking them. 

“At a meeting on the following Satur- 
day night, happenings impossible to be- 
lieve could occur in a civilized coun- 
try! They screamed, they cursed the 
preachers, and blew tin horns. A loud 
speaker blasted out jazz music, cafs 
converged on the speakers, sounding 
their horns in a deafening roar. Pota- 
toes were hurled at them, and then a 
volley of eggs, the yolks dripping over 
the speakers’ clothes. During the whole 
affair, neither provincial nor municipal 
police lifted a hand to quell the savage 
attacks. Instead these ‘custodians of the 
peace’ put the Protestants under arrest 
and led them away, men, women, and 
all, to jail.” 


In view of the constant outbreaks of 
persecution in -the Province. of. Quebét, 
it is good to learn of the establishment 
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Agsson for October 29 


of a French Bible Institute in Montreal 


under the very competent leadership of 
the Rev. A. Paul Duchesneau, a former 
member of the Belgian Gospel Mission 
and long-time worker among the French 
of Louisiana and Quebec. The need of 
trained evangelists and other Christian 
workers in this distressingly dark and 
intolerant land is very great indeed, and 
deserves the co-operation of American 
Christians. Such trained workers would 
aiso. be of great service among the 
French Canadian population of New 
England, more open to instruction in 
our freer spiritual climate. Rhode Island 
jg now preponderatingly Roman Catho- 
lic, with a French Canadian governor, 
and French mayors are quite common in 
New England cities. A thorough course 
in Bible and related subjects as well 
as in practical work is outlined. The 
temporary address of the new Bible In- 
stitute is 1017 St. Antoine St., Montreal, 
Can. 


An Evangelical Victory.—The Presby- 
terian Guardian tells the interesting 
story of the Orthodox Presbyterian 
Church in Denver. In 1938 the home 
missionary society of this church sent a 
fepresentative to start work in that city, 
although no financial backing was in 
sight nor any nucleus of membership. 
But within two weeks the Rev. Benson 
Male was invited to the pastorate of one 
af the city’s oldest churches with the 
understanding that it would enter the 
Orthodox Presbyterian denomination. 

It was the Second Congregational 
Church which had remained evangelical 
although many churches about had been 
despoiled by Modernism. Constant ef- 
forts were. made by the hierarchy to 
Separate it from its new pastor. “Sud- 
denly and with little warning, the Con- 
@egationalist Building Society fore- 
dosed on old grants and tried, by de- 
Manding terrific tolls of interests and 
tosts, to force. the church out of its 
fine building. After a year of negotia- 
tion, a settlement was made, but the 
Second Church was excommunicated 
anly to become the First Orthodox Pres- 
dyterian Church of Denver.” 

At present the church has a Christian 
day school, parent-controlled, with three 
teachers and seventy-five pupils. Fruit 
is being gathered among the Negro, 
Mexican, and Japanese in the neighbor- 
hood who attend Bible Clubs, Daily 
Vacation and Sunday schools. By a re- 
Markable chain of circumstances it has 
‘een able recently to build in an un- 
thurched area of Denver a new church 
While retaining the old church building 
48a.mission church.

-fapitulated to John 3:16 from the 

Mouth of a visiting evangelist, and in 
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the remaining two years of his term 
brought three hundred other prisoners 
to Christ. On his discharge, he studied 
at the Moody Bible Institute to prepare 
for Christian work, and is now Bride- 
well chaplain under the National Asso- 
ciation of Evangelicals in a prison with 
twenty-seven hundred _ convicts. He 
evangelizes, holds Bible classes for the 
confirmation of converts and others, and 
has trained a band of wind instruments 
to lead the singing of hymns. In earlier 
days, in his miscellaneous life, he was 
himself a band leader. 


Varia.Chief of Police Tanaka of 
Tokyo has authorized Pocket Testament 
League meetings with all of the 25,000 
MacArthur-trained Japanese policemen. 
At the first meeting, 800 men were in 
attendance. While Messrs, Kunz, Frizen, 
and Pietsch of the Pocket Testament 
League were in the Hokkaido (northern 
province of Japan), they authorized the 
leading newspaper in Sapporo to print 
an offer of a free Gospel to any applying. 
Over 8,000 requests came in! 

Mr. Clarence Jones of HCJB radio, 
Quito, has been in Japan planning for 
the establishment of an eight-station 
network to reach the eight million re- 
ceivers in Japan, nearly as many as in 
all Latin America. 

Mr. Martin Janson of HCJB tells of 
meeting, in the Bolivian jungle, a con- 
vert, who had never seen a missionary 
or read the New Testament, but who 
possessed a clear knowledge of the plan 
of salvation and the positive assurance 
that his sins were forgiven. One, fifty 
miles from the Arctic Circle, writes that 
he and his wife are constant listeners. 

Dr. Jacob Peltz of the Hebrew Chris- 
tian Alliance reports that “there are 
many, many Hebrew Christians to be 
found not only in the big cities of Haifa, 
Tel Aviv, and Jerusalem, but also in the 
smaller Israeli towns and villages, as 
well as in the agricultural settlements.” 
Many fear to confess the Lord openly 
lest they lose their work, with conse- 
quent suffering to their families. He 
had a long conference with three emi- 
nent Hebrew Christians, a lawyer, an 
engineer, and a missionary, regarding 
help for those so situated. 

In 1949 there were 1,100 baptisms in 
the Christian Missionary Alliance mis- 
sion in Indo-China. . . . Glen Wagner 
states that four-fifths of the thirty thou- 
sand Japanese students to whom he 
preached and gave Testaments had never 
heard the message of salvation before. 


Major Abadie of the Salvation Army 
in France announces in their publica- 
tion, En Avant (Forward), a coming 
campaign: 

“When the Salvation Army descends 
into the street, marching, singing, pro- 
claiming the Gospel of Christ, it is then 
that it fulfills wholly its vocation. 

“When the meeting-places open every 
day, and many times a day, to welcome 
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those without, it is then truly the army 
of salvation. 

“When officers, sergeants, soldiers, and 
recruits meet early in the morning to 
pray together that God may save the 
lost, then the great crusade led by Wil- 
liam Booth continues. 

“When each soldier seeks to contact 
a person, known or unknown to him but 
near him, he has made the Army a real 
thing. 

“Our reason for existence is attack. 
We have not only positions to hold and 
faithful to instruct and edify, we must 
force ourselves continually to bring the 
Gospel to the careless, the unbelievers, 
the materialistic, the playboys, the re- 
bellious. 

“We are an army which must carry 
on war and go forward. If not we have 
no justification. 

“In starting an assault this week, the 
Salvation Army of France is faithful to 
its origins. In many cases our militants 
will be but a handful. It will be hard 
fighting — fatiguing, demanding much 
faith, prayer, and love. We can find 
ten excuses for remaining at home, to 
continue our usual program, to remain 
quiet. But the dechristianized masses 
call on us. 

“An army which does not fight is a 
useless one, vowed to demoralization and 
disappearance.” 


Dr. Benjamin F. Browne of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Publication Society, speak- 
ing at the annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Council of Religious Education, 
commended vigorous and picturesque 
writing in Sunday school literature, and 
illustrated his thesis as follows: “With- 
out endorsing the theology of it, one 
is amazed by the perennial fascination 
and breathless suspense of such a book 
as ‘Pilgrim’s Progress.’ ” 

Well, what’s the matter with the the- 
ology of that outstanding Baptist, John 
Bunyan? 


Beacon (Hill, Boston) Hymnals. — 
“Hymns of the Spirit” is a hymnal ad- 
vertised in the bulletin of the Federal 
Council of Churches as “prepared by a 
commission of religious liberals which is 
eliciting much favorable comment in re- 
ligious and musical circles.” Why did 
it not state that it was prepared by a 
commission of Unitarians and published 
by the Unitarian Beacon Press? 

The Beacon Song and Service Book 
for Children and Young People comes 
from Unitarianism also. Of the 331 num- 
bers only six are assigned in the index 
to “Jesus.” On page 26 is a reading en- 
titled “Jesus of Nazareth,” with the fol- 
lowing prayer, 

Let us remember Jesus, 

Who dwelt among us, full of grace and 

truth, 

Whose life is a [not the] life of men; 

Who loved the common people, .knew 

their hearts and understood their ways, 

May this mind be in us that was in Jesus. 


The hymns of the Christian church are 
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altered: “When morning gilds the skies” 
has as its refrain, not “May Jesus Christ 
be praised,” but, “Thy name, O God, be 
praised.” 

The music of “Onward, Christian Sol- 
diers” is set to “Forward through the 
ages” and instead of “Christ our royal 
master moves against the foe,” we are 
erved with “Move the “faithful spirits 
at the call divine.” 


“Hark the herald angels sing” is cast 
out and the music set to “Ring, O ring, 
ye Christmas bells.” A _ characteristic 
illustration of this appropriation of 
hymns and music belonging to the Chris- 
tian church follows. The original hymn 
is given first, then the alteration: 


Come, ye faithful, raise the strain 
Of triumphant gladness: 

God hath brought His Israel 
Into joy from sadness; 

Loosed from Pharaoh’s bitter yoke 
Jacob’s sons and daughters; 

Led them with unmoistened foot 
Through the Red Sea waters. 


"Tis the spring of souls today: 
Christ hath burst His prison, 

And from three days’ sleep in death 
As a sun hath risen; 

All the winter of our sins, 
Long and dark, is flying 

From His light, to whom we give 
Laud and praise undying. 





Come; ye faithful, raise the strain 
Of triumphant gladness: 

God has brought his earth again 
Into joy from sadness; 

Loosed from winter's icy yoke 
Flow the leaping waters; 

Let your hearts pour forth in praise 
All earth’s sons and daughters. 


‘Tis the spring of souls today: 
Hope, forever vernal, 

From the frost of fear and doubt 
Springs in life eternal. 

All the winter of our griefs, 
Long and dark, is flying 

In his light who gives to us 
Hope and faith undying. 


So is the specifically Christian note 
removed. How little these people know, 
or even suspect, the depth of the riches 
of Christ ! 


World Council promotional literature 
runs as follows: 

1. “We invite you—to do what? 1. 
To plan a common Christian strategy 
against the materialism of present-day 
society and the disintegrating trends 
now so apparent in the world. 

2. “To permeate public affairs with a 
sense of right based on the concept of 
divine justice and on respect for the 
human personality.” 

We pause to interject. Michael Scott, 
who is championing the cause of op- 
pressed South African Negroes, a cause, 
if ever, of “divine justice and human 
personality,” remarks, “The World Coun- 
cil has been strangely silent on these 
evils: in Africa which are fundamental 
questions of faith and morals.” As the 
Federal Council, the World Council deals 
in generalities, never in actualities. Yet 
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this document speaks of “the World 
Council in Action.” 

We continue: 

3. “To restore to humanity the essen- 
tial certainties of religion as the basic 
factor which distinguishes man as a re- 
sponsible being. 

4. “To seek to consider common prob- 
lems confronting Christianity every- 
where and 

5. “To study the future place of women 
in the church !” 

We are to take part in “this great new 
adventure” (!) by making a generous 
contribution to the World Council bud- 
get. The only thing specific, or even 
intelligible in it all, is the summons to 
contributions! When these fail, the sec- 
retary of the World Council calls the 
churches to book. “The Council looked 
for $15,000 from the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Your finance committee 
was able to include only $4,200. If the 
difference is not made up.. .” 

Well, who gave the Northern Baptist 
Convention authority to turn over even 
$4,200 of missionary contributions to this 
useless organization? 


The Internationa! Pest.—Le Libera- 
teur of Paris prints a column with ex- 
tracts from 1,351 calls for help from 
wives, husbands, children, “crying to 
us in their agony.” The refrain is al- 
ways the same, a thousand times re- 


peated: “Life is no longer possible. I 
am in despair! Do help us, we beg of 
you.” 


What is their burden and nightmare? 
Drink. 

“My father leads a frightful life. I 
am always afraid, on going out, of leav- 
ing Mother and my young sister in the 
power of a semimaniac.” 

“I have six children. My husband can- 
not keep away from drink. He urges 
me to write to you.” 

“A poor mother in despair at seeing 
her son succumbing to the drink habit 
begs you to help her,” and so on, 

It is in darkest African depths as in 
la ville lumiére. A letter from the 
Ituri region of the Upper Congo runs: 


“This is an awful place of drunken- 
ness, There are wine palms by the thou- 
sands which give off gallons of liquor 
each. Even the children get drunk, and 
the folk soak it all day. That and danc- 
ing usually start Friday and continue 
day and night till Monday, when they 
stagger back to their villages.” : 


“Every creature of God is good, and 
nothing to be refused,” says the alcoho- 
clerical. “Good,” indeed, as solvent and 
fuel, but living death for those drink- 
ing it. ; 

“It’s a miracle of God’s grace to see 
these splendid, simple Christians entirely 
delivered even from the temptation of 
the smell of the stuff constantly flow- 
ing in the villages. One Christian vil- 
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lage headman was whipped by his chiey 
for refusing to supply it and remoyeg 
from his position.” 


It is an unusual thing for an Episeo. 
palian clergyman to lead in movements 
for human freedom, but the Rev. Michae| 
Scott of South Africa is that exception, 
He is appearing before the Internationa] 
Court of Justice at The Hague to pro. 
test the incorporation of the people of 
South West Africa into the Union of 
South Africa. This is a part of his cam. 
paign against the present South African 
Government’s program to keep the 
natives of Africa in a position of per. 
manent inequality and to use them as 
underpaid labor, confining them on re. 
serves where the land does not provide 
a living, and obliving them to carry 
passports, We are told of privately owned 
gaols built to provide convict labor 
gangs. “The Nyasaland Government has 
had to appoint a special officer to deal 
with complaints of brutal treatment. 
They have warned their Africans not to 
sign contracts with recruiting agents 
from the Transvaal.” Mr. Scott is rep- 
resenting landless and voiceless people, 
particularly the Hereros, who were so 
badly treated by the Germans when they 
controlled South West Africa. 

It is a pity that the protagonists of 
this segregation, combined with brutal 
and unfair treatment of the blacks, 
should be Bible-believing South African 
Boers, the very bodyguard of South Af- 
rican orthodoxy. They should not so 
put to shame evangelical Christians in 
other lands. 


Dr. M. E. Dodd, a leading Baptist min- 
ister in the South, proposes that North- 
ern Baptists withdraw from the Federal 
Council and unite with Southern Bap- 
tists in an American Baptist Council 
“With sixteen million Baptists in the 
United States, representing all races, and 
a Baptist Council through which they 
might work, there would be a stronger 
and better approach to newspapers, 
radios, and other publicity agencies for 
the recognition of our work. As it is 
now, we Southern Baptists cannot get 
recognition for time on the radios ‘in 
the public interest’ because we are 
penalized for not being in the Federal 
Council. With a Baptist Council, we 
could make it clear to the radios and 
others that, with twice as many of us 
as there are Jews in the country and, 
counting the members of our families, as 
many as Catholics, we would be entitled 
to the same consideration that they get.”

A Scriptural testimony at a time of rejoicing

THE PRAYER 
E BOW in worship before Thee, 
most gracious God, our Heavenly 
Father. We invoke Thy divine presence 
and blessing. Draw near unto us as we 
tall upon Thy holy name. Bless, we 
pray Thee, this sacred service and Thy 
dear servants. Bless Thy Word to their 
hearts and to the hearts of all in the 
divine presence — through Jesus Christ 
our Lord, Amen. 
Tue Scripture READING 
The Scripture for our consideration is 
from Pau'’s Epistle to the Ephesians: 
“Be ye therefore followers of God, as 
dear children; and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath given him- 
Self for us an offering and a sacrifice 
to God for a sweetsmelling savour... . 
Submitting yourselves one to another in 
the fear of God. Wives, submit your- 
Selves unto your own husbands, as unto 
the Lord. For the husband is the head 
of the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the saviour of 
the body. Therefore as the church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the. wives be 
to their own husbands in every thing. 
‘Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave 
himself for it; that he might sanctify 
ind cleanse it with the washing of water 
ithe word, that he might present it to 
himself a glorious church, not having 
‘ot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; but 
that it should be holy and without blem- 
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ish. So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. He that loveth his 
wife loveth himself. For no man ever 
yet hated his own flesh; but nourisheth 
and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the 
church: for we are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of his bones. For this 
cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two ghall be one flesh. 
This is a great mystery: but I speak con- 
cerning Christ and the church. Never- 
theless let every one of you in par- 
ticular so love his wife even as himself; 
and the wife see that she reverence her 
husband” (5:1, 2, 21-33). 


THE MESSAGE 

God’s Word reveals His holy will. His 
plan and pattern, the highest ideal, is 
herein made known. This Scripture 
clearly teaches the sacredness of mar- 
riage. God Himself established and in- 
stituted marriage. First celebrated amid 
the innocence of the Garden of Eden, 
it has ever remained a blissful reminder 
of that blessed state. The Apostle Paul, 
by inspiration, has compared marriage 
to the relationship existing between 
Christ and His Church. Husbands are 
commanded to love their wives even as 
Christ loved His Church. Nothing could 
be more sacred. A holy God has set His 
holy seal upon this sacred union. 

The vows made and taken today are 
not simply promises made between two 
persons, though they are that. They 
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are the recognition of the divine cove- 
nant. Marriage is of God, and only as 
husband and wife humbly trust Him and 
are yielded to Him, being filled with 
His Spirit, can the highest ideal be re- 
alized, the ideal set forth in this Scrip- 
ture. In this sacred relationship a Chris- 
tian home is established. Christ-is to 
be head of that home. Any home es- 
tablished thus for His glory and in sim- 
ple dependence upon His promises can- 
not fail to have His blessing and to be 
a blessing to others. 

This portion of God’s Word not only 
teaches us the sacredness of marriage, 
but the element of sacrifice necessary 
to a happy union, It is symbolic of 
Christ and speaks of His sacrifice. What 
a marvelous pattern and example! 
Christ sacrificed Himself for His Church, 
Truly there is a mystery involved in this 
wonderful comparison, but the lesson 
should be clear: sacrifice is essential. 
Without the element of sacrifice in love 
the marriage vows would be empty. 
They would be meaningless words. True 
marriage is based upon a willingness to 
sacrifice, to yield, to submit, to suffer, 
to give oneself in loving devotion that 
the happiness and well-being of the 
other may be complete. True love holds 
back no treasure or talent. True love 
is not concerned with personal con- 
venience or comfort. True love is sac- 
rificial, and thus Christlike. 

The Christian home is ordained of 
God not only to be a blessing to man, 
but to speak of sacrifice. Would that 
every Christian home reminded men of 
the sacredness and sacrifice of the love 
of Christ our blessed Saviour! 

Linked with these blessed truths there 
is the lesson of identification. As Christ 
is one with His Church and the true 
Church with Him, so in marriage there 
is a Heaven-blessed union. No longer 
two—one name. This identification in 
a common name stands for an identifica- 
tion of interest and desire. It is not 
simply the bride giving up her family 
name to take the name of her bride- 
groom. It is more than submission on 
the part of one. In accepting the hand 
and heart of his bride the groom gives 
his name and thus pledges to be identi- 
fied with his bride. Thus the sacredness 
and element of sacrifice are consum- 
mated in a lifelong union, based upon 
the Word of the living God. May these 
blessed truths be very real to you dear 
ones today and throughout the coming 
days, and may His blessing rest upon 
you as you take these sacred vows.

refers briefly to it in 2 Corinthians 10:1, 
10: “Now I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, who in presence am base among 
you, but being absent and bold toward 
you. ... For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his bodily 
presence is weak, and his speech con- 
temptible.” Neither of these references 
implies that he was a large man. There 
is some reason to think that he had eye 
trouble, which might have affected his 
facial expression. In the conclusion of 
his Epistle to the Galatians he says, 
“Ye see how large a letter I have writ- 
ten unto you with mine own hand” (6: 
11); and in chapter 4, verse 15, he writes, 
“Where is then the blessedness ye spake 
of? for I bear you record, that, if it had 
been possible, ye would have plucked 
out your own eyes, and have given them 
to me.” God has not seen fit to tell us 
what the writers of the Bible books look 
like. What these men wrote under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit is far more 
important than their personal appear- 
ance.

Cardinal -instruct. you in the church? 
You. listen to your own preachers.’ 

“ ‘Because, sir, our pastors preach the 
Word of God in its purity. And as to 
the holy Scriptures, Christ commanded 
us in the fifth of His Gospel to John: 
“Search the scriptures; for in ‘them ye 
think ye have eternal life: and they 
are they which testify of me.” Jesus 
Christ also comforts us in the fifth of 
Matthew, saying with His own mouth, 
“Blessed are they which are persecuted 
for righteousness’ sake: for their’s is 
the kingdom of heaven.”’” 

The analogies of the Bible brought 
comfort in suffering. They put Theo- 
dore de Berlinghen in a dungeon where 
the sun entered at noon only, and then 
through a grilled window. He thought 
of Psalm 27:1, “The Lord is my light and 
my salvation . . . of whom shall I be 
afraid?” “God holds me in this dun- 
geon as in the hiding place of His face. 
I do not err in my course any more than 
the sun in his.” 

And what was the joy of Elie Neau, 
imprisoned with two other Christians in 
the dungeon of Chateau If, in Mar- 
seilles harbor. His rags rotted on him 
and his mean pittance of food was dis- 
puted with rats. But his Bible had been 
left him, and he wrote: “We are one in 
heart and soul with the believers of the 
primitive church. We possess nothing of 
our own, but hold all things in common, 
I am, with my Bible, richer than my 
enemies think. Oh, if they knew how 
rich a man is who is penetrated with 
the light of God’s face!” 

But these Huguenots not only thought 
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Biblically and suffered Biblically; but 
they prayed Biblically. Let us turn to 
Claude Brisson’s “Prayer of the Faithful, 
Persecuted and Massacred in France for 
Their Loyalty to God”: 

“‘Make us glad according to the days 
wherein thou hast afflicted us, and the 
years wherein we have seen evil. Let 
thy work appear unto thy servants, and 
thy glory unto their children’ (Psa. 90). 
It is time, O Lord, it is time to have 
mercy on Thy poor Zion that lies deso- 
late. For the time which Thou hast 
marked in Thy Word for their deliver- 
ance has come. If men are deaf to our 
cries and our groans, hear Thou our 
supplications and sobbings which cry to 
Thee day and night from prisons, galleys, 
and other places of captivity and exile. 
Smite the earth that it may be shaken 
(Psa. 9). Art Thou not the judge of all 
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the earth? (Psa. 94.) Have pity on those 
who are appointed to death (Psa, 79). 
Let us hear now the words of consola-. 
tion which Thou: madest Thy -people to 
hear in the old day, ‘I have surely seen 
the affliction of my people ... and... 
am come down to deliver them.’” . 

Having thus lived in the Bible, it was 
to the Bible that they went in the 
supreme hour. About the time the Mar- 
quis de la Trousse issued his order, one 
of the first victims, Francois Tessier, a 
vineyardist of Durfort, condemned to be 
hung for attending meetings, was exe. 
cuted at Lasalle. He expressed his fidel- 
ity with the words, “I die in the faith.” 
Then he quoted, as so many saints be- 
fore and after, the words of Psalm 31:5, 
“Into thy hands I commit my spirit; 
thou hast redeemed me, O Lord God of 
truth.”

And how God honored a group of settlers that honored Him 


NY manifestation of God's provi- 

dence in the material affairs of His 
people is always encouraging to others 
who are striving to walk in His way. 
Skepticism .is so rife in the world that 
it affects some genuine believers, to the 
extent that they are harassed by doubts. 
For this reason, the writer offers this 
authenticated incident to encourage the 
Lord’s people not to be afraid to trust 
in His providence. 

More than fifty years ago, a colony of 
Quakers was founded near the Gulf of 
Mexico, in Texas. Shortly after the 
colonization, a tropical hurricane swept 
inland, almost destroying all that had 
been built in the ‘new settlement. Un- 
daunted, these worthy people took up 
the burden of restoring and increasing 
that which had been destroyed, and with 
faith in God they proceeded to establish 
themselves a home in the new locality. 
And among the very first things to be 
done was to provide a place of worship. 

As with many who pioneer in new 
regions, the going was not all smooth. 
They had to learn about the climate, 
which was variable, and determine what 
products would grow best on the land. 
After long experimenting with various 
crops, they finally hit on figs, to which 
the region was admirably adapted. And 
all the while they held to the Quaker 
traditions of godliness, honesty, and 
thrift, with the education of the young 
holding a prominent place in their pro- 
gram of life. 

Experience having proved that the fig 
was a prodigious bearer, soon orchards 
of varying sizes were in cultivation, and 
eventually some method to process the 
fruit for market had to.be found. This 
resulted in the erection of a processing 
plant, and a profitable enterprise was

started. And now to the subject of 
God’s providence for His: people: 

The fig must be processed at the proper 
state of ripeness, and this requires that 
they must be gathered before becoming 
too ripe. The people held the Lord's 
Day in great reverence and respect, 
avoiding all labor on Sunday that could 
possibly be dispensed with. But there 
came a time when the fruit was ripening 
so rapidly that is seemed, unless the 
pickers worked on Sunday and the fruit 
was processed, a large amount of the 
fruit would be lost from overripeness. 
This presented a very. serious question 
for the Quaker conscience. 

In their dilemma, the church: was 
called into conference to consider: the 
matter, and, as usual, they went before 
the Lord in prayer for guidance. While 
the congregation was engaged in this 
season of prayer, one devout woman 
arose from her knees and said, “Though 
all our figs rot. on Monday, we will 
gather none on the Lord’s Day!” This 
was the signal for others to make similar 
pledges, and the result was that no figs 
were gathered on Sunday. 

And now comes the sublime part. 
Figs ripen rapidly in warm, sunny 
weather, but on that Saturday evening 
the wind changed to the north in what 
is known in Texas as a “norther,” and @ 
cool wind blew all night and all day Sun- 
day, halting the ripening of the fruit. On 
Monday, the pickers went to the orchards 
and gathered many thousands of pounds 
of good figs, that would have been unfit 
for use if the weather had continued 
warm — strong collective evidence that 
if God’s people are true to their trust 
in God, He will not fail them.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 

OMEONE has declared that in our 
Se work-a-day world meditation 

has become a lost art. Unhappily, 
this is true generally, even among Chris- 
tians. Life has become so strenuous that 
many feel that they have no time for 
the thoughtful reading of the Word of 
God, and even when a portion of Scrip- 
ture is read daily, it is soon forgotten 
because of occupation with so many less 
important things. Thus we are all in 
danger of becoming like the man de- 
scribed ‘in James 1:23, 24, who looks into 
@ mirror, ‘but straightway forgets what 
manner of man he is. In other words, 
we are content to be “hearers only” of 
the Word, not doers (Jas. 1:22). If we 
would grow in grace and the knowledge 
of Christ, we must feed upon the Word 
at-God. This implies far more than a 
cursory reading or hearing certain pas- 
sages of Scripture. We need to heed 
the admonition: -“Read, mark, and in- 
wardly digest.” We fulfill this as we 
take time to meditate upon the Word 
itself. Meditation is mental and spiritual 
Mastication. It is in this way that we 
learn the mind of God and appreciate 
the preciousness of the revelation He has 
given. David wrote: “O how love I 
thy law! it is my meditation all the 
day” (Psa. 119:97), and again, “My medi- 
tation of him shall be sweet” (Psa. 104: 
4a). We have two striking illustrations 
of the importance of eating the Word 
it the cases of Ezekiel (Ezek. 3:1-3) 
and of John (Rev. 10:9-11). Thus having

appropriated God’s truth for themselves, 
they were strengthened for service and 
prepared to give it out to others. It 
is only as we make the Word of God our 
own by meditation and obedience that 
we grow from spiritual babyhood to 
Christian maturity. As babes, we need 
the “milk of the word” that we “may 
grow thereby” (1 Pet. 2:2). As we be- 
come well instructed we will enjoy feast- 
ing on the “strong meat” of the Word 
(1 Cor. 3:2; Héb. 5: 12-14). 


The Historical Setting 

Berea was the third Macedonian city 
visited by Paul and his company after 
their arrival in Europe. Upon being re- 
leased from prison in Philippi, Paul and 
Silas traveled the high road to Thessa- 
lonica, where a new church was estab- 
lished, but when persecution broke out 
they went on to Berea. There they 
found a very openminded group of Jews, 
who received them cordially, and 
searched the Scriptures diligently for 
confirmation of Paul’s teaching, with the 
result that many were converted, 

Paul’s Letter to the Philippians was 
written some years later from Rome, 
during his first imprisonment. First 
Timothy was written after his release, 
and Second Timothy, the last of Paul’s 
writings which the Spirit of God has 
preserved: for our edification, was writ- 
ten during his second imprisonment in 
Rome shortly before his martyrdom. 


Verse by Verse 

Acts 17:10.—“The brethren . . . sent 
away Paul and Silas by night.” Because 
of the vindictive spirit of certain unbe- 
lieving Jews, the Christians at Thessa- 
lonica hurried Paul and Silas secretly 


out of their city by night, in order that 
they might go on to Berea, where, it 
was hoped, they would be unmolested. 


Verse 11.—“These were more noble 
than those in Thessalonica.” Their no- 
bility was manifested by their lack of 
prejudice and bigotry and by their fair- 
mindedness, which led them to listen 
courteously to the Gospel message and 
to search their Old Testament Scrip- 
tures to see whether Paul’s preaching 
was in accordance with what was there 
written. 


Verse 12.—“Therefore many of them 
believed.” As a result, many of the Jews 
in that city received the message in faith, 
as also a number of Greek women and 
men, who were possibly proselytes, or 
at least inquirers, seeking after the 
knowledge of the true God. The term, 
“honourable women” would suggest that 
these were ladies of culture and refine- 
ment, connected with important Berean 
families. 


Verse 13—“Jews of Thessalonica . . . 
came . . , and stirred up the people.” 
When news of the work of God at Berea 
reached Thessalonica, Paul’s former op- 
ponents were enraged and a group of 
them came on to Berea in order to incite 
their coreligionists against the teachers 
of the new doctrine. 


Verse 14—“The brethren sent away 
Paul.” Because he was the chief object 
of the Jews’ hatred, the brethren sent 
Paul by a circuitous route to Athens, 
endeavoring thus to throw his perse- 
cutors off the trail. Timothy, who we 
now learn was also with Paul, and Silas 
remained behind to help confirm the 
young converts. 
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Verse 15.—“They that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens.” He remained 
there for a time, waiting for Timothy 
and Silas to rejoin him as quickly as 
circumstances permitted, 

Phil. 4:8.—‘Whatsoever things are 
pure . . . think on these things.” The 
more our hearts are occupied with things 
that are holy and beautiful, the richer 
we shall become spiritually. If we allow 
our minds to dwell upon things that are 
evil, we become defiled and our spiritual 
growth is hindered. 

Verse 9.—“The God of peace shall be 
with you.” As we practice that which 
is good and pleasing to God, we will 
have an abiding sense of His presence 
with us as the God of peace, keeping 
the heart at rest even in the midst of 
the most adverse circumstances. 

1 Tim. 4:12.—“Let no man despise thy 
youth.” This should not be construed 
as an encouragement to youthful vanity 
or arrogance. Nothing so commends 
young Christians as exemplary behavior, 
the manifestation of kindly consideration 
of others, purity and modesty in life 
and conversation, based upon apprecia- 
tion of and obedience to the Word of 
God. 

Verse 13.—“Give attendance to read- 
ing.” The word used in the original text 
refers rather to reading to others than 
simply for one’s own edification. This 
public reading of the Scriptures was 
most important when very few people 
had access to portions of the Word of 
God, even if able to read for themselves. 
The teacher might link with this Ne- 
hemiah 8:8. Even in our own day, when 
copies of the Bible can be so readily 
obtained, and literacy is so prevalent, it 
is still important for preachers and 
teachers to keep this exhortation in 
mind. 

Verse 14.—“Neglect not the gift that 
is in thee.” When Timothy went forth 
as a fellow laborer with Paul, he was 
commended by the elders at Lystra to 
the work of the Lord. As they and the 
apostle laid their hands upon him and 
prayed, a special gift was given through 
the Holy Spirit to fit the young worker 
for his life of service. 

Verse 15. — “Meditate upon these 
things.” By prayerful meditation : the 
holy Scriptures are assimilated spiritu- 
ally. It is all-important that the servant 
of God give himself fully and completely 
to the study of the- Word if he would 
have a profitable ministry. 

Verse 16—“Take heed unto thyself, 
and unto the doctrine.”. No’ man is fit 
to minister to others who is caréless as 
to his own behavior. The teacher should 
be characterized by -true piety as well 
as by a working knowledge of the great 
truths as revealed in the Word of God.

specifications, so do the servants of 
Christ need to study the Scriptures dili- 
gently that they may discern clearly 
God’s plan and purpose. “Rightly divid- 
ing the word” implies a recognition of 
the great outlines of its doctrinal pro- 
phetic, and dispensational instruction. 

2 Tim. 4:13.—“Bring .. . the books... 
the parchments.” Although a prisoner 
in a Roman dungeon, Paul valued his 
books and literary materials. Just what 
these books and parchments contained 
we are not told, but we may be sure that 
they were either copies of Scripture por- 
tions or other edifying literature. One 
is never too old to learn more of the 
truth of God as revealed in His Word, 
so long as mental clearness is retained. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


We wrong our souls when we neglect 
the careful study of the Word of God, 
for it is only by meditation upon it that 
we grow in grace and in the knowledge 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
We should also avail ourselves of helpful 
literature designed to open up the Scrip- 
tures; but in regard to this we need to 
use careful discrimination, for there are 
so many books pouring forth from so- 
called religious publishing houses today 
which are utterly misleading and thor- 
oughly mischievous, because of their de- 
nial of the great fundamental truths of

Also, we should be carefy] 
never to put even the very best com- 
mentaries on the Bible in place of the 
Bible itself. John Wesley wrote, “Be a 
man of one Book.” He did not mean 
by this that we should neglect all read- 
ing other than the Bible, but that we 
should give the Word of God the pre. 
eminent place in our reading and our 
meditation, for, as the Psalmist tells us, 
“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and 
a light unto my path” (Psa. 119: 105).

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

Searching the Scriptures. Few books 
of merely human authorship will stand 
more than a cursory reading. A person 
of average intelligence is able to grasp 
the contents readily, provided the lan- 
guage used is clear and plain. But the 
Bible, while given in the simplest terms, 
goes far beyond the understanding of 
the most profound and erudite scholars. 
There are heights of truth that have 
never yet been scaled and depths of wis- 
dom that have never been sounded, The 
oftener it is read, the greater its charm 
for those of spiritual insight. While the 
most illiterate believer can enjoy its sim- 
plicity, the most highly educated find in 
it new and precious truths whenever its 
contents are studied. 


Summaries and Applications 

To understand the Bible it must be 
read methodically, not haphazardly. 

It is well to read the Scriptures 
through frequently, for God’s truth is 
presented in an orderly manner. 

When reading any portion of the Word, 
it is well to ask, mentally, the following 
questions: 1. Does this chapter condemn 
anything that I am practicing? 2. Does 
it present any duty that I am neglecting? 
3. What reference is there here to the 
Lord Jesus Christ? 

Christ is the theme of all Scripture. 
In the Old Testament He is presented in 
type, shadow, and prophecy. In the New 
Testament He is seen in person and ac- 
complishment, 

If you really wish to know your Bible, 
read it; read it over and over again. The 
Holy Spirit will help you to understand 
all that you need to know.

“These were more noble than those 
in Thessalonica” (Acts 17:11).—True 
nobility in God's sight consists in main- 
taining a ready mind to receive the Word 
of God from whomsoever He sends, and 
the practice of searching the Scriptures 
to determine whether that which one 
hears is true or false. 

Had all hearers down the centuries 
been Bereans, we would not be cursed 
today with so many unscriptural and 
anti-Christian cults, 

More hearers should do what three 
men did in Hartford, Cenn., when their 
brilliant pastor preached what they dis- 
covered to be unsound doctrine. These 
three godly men agreed together to meet 
every Saturday night to pray long into 
the night for their minister. So Satur- 
day after Saturday, they met in earnest 
and protracted prayer; then on Sunday 
they would watch for an answer to their 
prayers. 

One Sunday morning when the pastor 
rose to speak, he was just as brilliant 
as ever, but it soon became evident that 
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God had transformed the man and his 
theology; and Dr. Theodore Cuyler is 
authority for the statement that God 
sent to the city of Hartford the greatest 
revival that city ever had, through that 
minister who was transformed by the 
prayers of a trio of godly men. 


“Think on these things” (Phil. 4:8).— 
What things? The things which are true, 
honest, just, pure, lovely, and of good 
report. 

A visitor to the Mammoth Cave in 
Kentucky wrote: “Here one can see 
enormous pillars which have becn 
formed by the steady dropping of water 
from the roof of the cavern. This ma- 
sonry, formed of solid rock, made by 
the slow and silent process of nature, 
is truly marvelous. A single drop of 
water, finding its way from the surface 
down through the roof of the cave, de- 
posits its sediment and another follows 
it and still another, each adding its im- 
perceptible contribution, until the icicle 
of stone begins to grow, ultimately 
reaching the pillar which likewise has 
been forming on the bottom of the cave. 
It becomes a massive pillar which will 
stand until the end of time, 
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“There is a process just like that going 
on in each one of our hearts. Each 
thought that stirs for a moment sinks 
into the soul; as each little drop of 
water, with its limestone deposit, makes 
its contribution to the pillar, in the 
cave. Other thoughts follow and yet 
others, until a habit of thought along 
a given line of reasoning, arousing sim- 
ilar emotions, is formed, erecting within 
us monuments of.purpose or pillars of 
ambition that have to do with our con- 
duct. 

“Conduct is the result of thought. 
Think high, and you will live high. 
Whether our lives shall be full and help- 
ful, or cruel and hurtful, depends on our 
thoughts. A good way to have clean, 
noble thoughts is to read and study God’s 
holy Word each day, then wait before 
Him, letting the Word grip mind and 
heart.” 


“Till I come, give attendance to read- 
ing” (1 Tim. 4:13).—The apostle’s “till 
I come” should remind us of the Lord’s 
use of the same words (Luke 19:13). 
Young Timothy was to pay special atten- 
tion to reading, exhortation, and doc- 
trine in the apostle’s absence. Let all 
Christians do the same during our Lord’s 
absence. 

The Holy Spirit will lead, teach, com- 
fort, and empower us, but He will not 
read the Scriptures for us. That is 
something we can and should do for 
ourselves. 


If we recall each time we pick up the 
Bible that it is God-breathed, and that 
it came to us through the blood, sweat, 
and tears of myriads of sufferers and 
martyrs, we would more deeply appre- 
ciate -our privilege of reading it, pub- 
licly and privately. 

“No fragment of any army ever sur- 
vived so many battles as the Bible; no 
citadel ever withstood so many sieges; 
no rock was ever battered by so many 
hurricanes, and so swept by storms. And 
yet it stands. 

“While nations, kings, philosophers, 
systems, institutions have died away, the 
Bible. engages now men’s deepest 
thoughts, is examined by the keenest 
intellects, stands revered before the 
highest tribunals, is more read and sifted 
and debated, more devoutly loved and 
more. vehemently assailed, more de- 
fended and more denied, more industri- 
ously translated and freely given to the 
world, more honored and more abused, 
than any other book the world ever saw. 
It survives all changes, itself unchanged; 
it moves all minds, yet is moved by 
none; it sees all things decay, itself in- 
corruptible; it sees myriads of other 
books engulfed in the stream of time, 
yet is borne along till the mystic angel 
shall plant his foot upon the sea, and 
swear by Him that liveth forever and 
ever that time shall be no longer” (Won- 
derful Word). .

, “Meditate upon these things” (1 Tim.

There is no possible way of estimating 
how much you and I have lost by talk- 
ing without thinking; by acting without 
thinking; by simply drifting without 
thinking. And if you and I have lost, 
those also whom we love have lost; the 
world has lost; the Lord Jesus Christ 
has lost! 


I repeat what I have quoted to you 
before: “Unless one is building his life 
around some high spiritual objective, 
Jesus Christ is losing.” And one cannot 
build upward, nor successfully aim high, 
unless he thinks wisely; nor can he think 
wisely without meditation on the Word 
of God, guided by the ever-ready help 
of the Holy Spirit. This is all such a 
simple~process. and so instantly avail- 
able to each’ one of us that’ one day we 
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are going to look back and marvel at 
our stupidity because we missed it. 
God has given us a marvelous organ- 
ism, called a brain, with which to think. 
It has the power to interpret circum. 
stances and environment and to inform 
the will and show it: how to act: and to 
do this in a most enjoyable and happy 
way. You hear of one “turning a thing 
over in his mind.” He is looking on both 
sides of a question in order to make a 
right decision. That's thinking to a pur- 
pose. But sometimes we foolishly allow 
that splendid “implement” to lie idle, 
while we let others do our thinking for 
us. It is a good thing to seek advice 
from trustworthy counselors, but God 
did not intend for us to be robots. He 
intendéd for us to think for ourselves, 
or He would not have provided us with 
thinking machinery. Doubtless if the 
truth were known, the great masses are 
swayed by the thinking of a compara-

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tively few—the few who dre bold 
enough to try to do the thinking for the 
rest of the world. 

When one listeny, long to the radio or 
sits long periods ifh‘a movie, his thinking 
ig being “spoon fed,” and he drifts along 
at the whim of a performer. Not that 
all radio programs are uninstructive, nor 
that every picture is bad; but too often 
the radio habitué or the movie fan is 
under the spell of irresponsible thinking 
and irresponsible, even vicious sugges- 
tions, while his own “think tank” is sim- 
ply coasting and being loaded with trash 
which is devised not for usefulness and 
for uplift, but for idle entertainment or 
for box office receipts. That is a low 
objective and a cheat—yet many fall 
for it. 

And when it is all over, what have 
you got? Nothing. A vacuum. Precious 
time has been wasted, and a God-given 
thinking power has lain idle. Faculties 
which we allow to fall into disuse~ be- 
come incapable of functioning after a 
while, and that is why so many people 
become dependent upon the initiative of 
others. It is not a happy state, because 
our great Creator and Heavenly Father 
did not intend it to be that way. 

Though man a thinking being is defined, 

Few use the grand prerogative of mind. 

How few think justly of the thinking few ! 

How many never think, who think they 

do. 

There is nothing like God’s Word for 
getting us on the right track for our 
thinking time; to help us do our think- 
ing so we shall get the best in life. 
‘Finally, brethren,” says Paul, “whatso- 
ever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, 
whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things are 
of good report; if there be any virtue, 
and if there be any praise, think on these 
things” (Phil. 4:8).

“THInkK ON THESE THINGS” 

UR lesson today is on “Our 

Thoughts.” What we do is extremely 
important, but what we think about is 
even more important. Proverbs 23:7 
tells why: “As he thinketh in his heart, 
so is he.” In the English language he 
is used when the meaning is either he 
or she, so we could read that verse, “As 
she thinketh in her heart, so is she.” 
Our thoughts make us what we are. 
What we do is determined by what we 
are, If our thoughts are controlled by 
the Lord Jesus, our actions will be right, 
too. 

Our words are extremely important, 
but what we think about is even more 
important. Matthew 12:34 tells why: 
“Out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh.” We talk.about the 
things that we think about. A friend 
came to visit me one day and she could 
hardly talk about anything else than a 
certain young man. I heard all about 
his appearance and all his excellencies. 
Finally she said: “I have a secret to tell 
you. I am engaged to She 
scarcely needed to tell the secret. It 
was quite evident who was in her heart 
before she told it, for “out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speaketh.” 
If our thoughts are about the Lord Jesus 
it will be natural to speak of Him. And 
if our thoughts are under His control, 
our words will be pleasing to Him also. 

Philippians 4:8, our Golden Text, tells 
us what things to think about. What 
are they? (Things that are true, honest, 
just, pure, lovely, and of good report.) 
If a girl thinks about these things they 
will become her own characteristics, for 
“as she thinketh in her heart, so is she.” 
A girl who is true, honest, just, pure, 
lovely, and of good report will be an 
attractive girl, for her character will be 
reflected in her face. And the beauty 
that comes from Christian character is 
the only kind of beauty that is lasting. 

Notice the end of Philippians 4:8, “If 
there be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” Every 
Christian knows that it is a sin to lie 
and steal, but some do not realize that 
it is a sin to say unkind things about 
others. The way to keep from saying 
unkind things is not to let yourself think 
them. If you are thinking about another 
person, turn your thoughts to his virtues 
rather than to his faults. There is some- 
thing to praise in every Christian. Let us 
look for it. How do I know that there 
is something to praise in every Chris- 
tian? Turn to 1 Corinthians 4:5 and 
notice the end of the verse:: “And then 
shall every man have praise of God.” 
God sees something to praise in every 
one of His own. If we have difficulty 
in finding it in someone, let us go to 
Him and ask Him to show it to us. 

In order that our thoughts may be 
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pleasing to the Lord we should fill our 
minds with good things. Read Acts 17. 
10-15 and see with what the Bereans 
filled their minds. (With the Scrip- 
tures.) They not only read the Bible 
daily, they thought about what they read. 
How do we know that? (They had to 
think about what they read to see if 
Paul’s doctrine agreed with the Word 
of God.) If we read the Bible every 
day, think about it, and memorize the 
verse that seems most helpful to us, our 
minds will become filled with the things 
spoken of in Philippians 4:8, 

Now turn to 1 Timothy 4:12-16. Here 
Paul is giving advice to young Timothy, 
Read the passage. Notice especially 
verses 13 and 15. Timothy is to give at- 
tention to reading. From verse 15 it is 
clear that this refers to good reading, 
for if he thinks about what he reads 
everyone will see that he has profited 
from it. What sort of reading do you 
suppose it was? (The Bible.) Cer. 
tainly. Timothy read the Bible. That 
is the best reading there is. We do not 
know what else Timothy had to read, 
but today there are,many good books 
to help us. Name some of those you 
girls have read. (“Mary Slessor of 
Calabar,” “Beautiful Girlhood,” “A Thou- 
sand Miles of Miracle in China,” and so 
forth.) Read all the good books you 
have time for, but remember this warn- 
ing: “Do not read a book on the Bible 
unless you know that it was written by 
someone sound in the faith.” Ask some 
older Christian about it, if you do not 
know. Religious books of the wrong 
sort give wrong thoughts. 

Now read 2 Timothy 2:15, and find an- 
other reason for studying God's Word. 
(So we will not be ashamed.) That's 
right. A workman who studies the plans 
and the blueprints will get his work 
done right, and will receive praise. One 
who does not will be ashamed when his 
employer says, “Why did you not follow 
my instructions?” 

Our last verse for today is 2 Timothy 
4:13. Read it and find the three things 
Paul asked Timothy to bring to him. 
(His cloak, the books, and the parch- 
ments.) Which was Paul most anxious 
to get? (The parchments.) Both the 
books and parchments were reading mat- 
ter. Notice that he was more anxious 
to have good reading matter than to 
have his coat. 

Today many girls spend more time 
and money on their outside appearance 
than on filling their minds with holy, 
happy thoughts. Which of these two 
things is more important? 

See 2 Corinthians 10:5 where it speaks 
of every thought being brought into 
obedience to Christ. Girls, that is the 
goal. And the measure in which we 
reach it is the measure in which the 
beauty of the Lord our God will be 
upon us. 

Next Sunday I wish each of you would 
bring to class something you put into.

Other Sunday school classes are Bereans 
who listen to the teacher tell about the 
Bible and read the Bible themselves not 
only in class on Sundays but every day 
of the week! Just suppose you did not 
have a Bible, like Banje! (Tell the story 
of “The Yellow Butterfly” from Standard 
“Missionary Pigt-O-Graph Stories.” 1) 

You read other books besides the 
Bible. Do they give you happy things to 
think about? If not, you’d better not 
read them! God’s Book tells you what 
kind of things to be reading and think- 
ing about. If you are living for Jesus 
and keeping His commands, you ought 
fo know what He wants you to think 
and read. Find Philippians 4:8. That 
is quite a list of things we may think 
about, but some things are not there, 
sich as grudges and mean thoughts 
against a person. Let’s take our note- 
books right now and get that list in 
straight! First let’s fill in the R on the 
first page with “Reading and Thinking.” 
Then with that for a title, on page 10 
copy the verse beginning with “what- 
Soever” (Memory Verse). We can make 
the list clearer, and it will be easier to 
copy if we arrange it with just one 
“whatsoever things are,” and put a brace 
afound the list. Then we can simplify 
the “if there be any” part, too. 

One little girl knew she should not 
have any praise. She said to her mother: 
‘Papa calls me good; Auntie -calls me 
§00d; but I am not good. I have a very 
Naughty ‘think.’” “A naughty what?” 
“My ‘think’ is naughty inside of me.” 
And on her mother’s inquiring what she 
Meant, she said, “Why, when I could not 
tide yesterday, I did not cry, or say 
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anything; but when you were gone I 
wished the carriage would turn over, 
and the horses run away, and every- 
thing bad. Nobody knew it; but God 
knew it; and He cannot say I am good.” 
(Illustration Round Table.) What part 
of the prayer the Lord Jesus taught 
should that little girl pray? (“Forgive us 
our debts.”) Then I hope someone will 
show her 2 Timothy 2:15, so she will try 
to please God next time by reading the 
Bible and thinking of what it says, in- 
stead of pouting because she could not 
go for a ride. Who can tell her the list 
of things she should think of? Here is 
another prayer for her — and for us, too 
— Psalm 19:14. 

What Book of good thoughts will you 
read every day this week? Probably, 
besides other things, you’d better read 
Philippians 4:8 every day. What will 
your Living for Jesus promise be this 
week? And by next Sunday you will 
be either a Thessalonian or a Berean! 
You might put your Living for Jesus 
pin on top of your Bible when you get 
home, and not wear it each day until 
you have read your Bible, thought about 
it, and prayed about it. You may like 
these references to go in your notebook:

ODAY we study what we think about, 

the things we think about. What do 
you boys and girls think about? I can 
tell you what most boys and girls are 
thinking about. Their heads are so full 
of comic books and blood-curdling radio 
plays and television programs that you 
can scarcely get anything else into their 
heads. Of course there are some of all 
these that are not unclean or impure, 
but children get too much of them. They 
could listen to a few of these programs 
or read a comic book or two a month 
without hurting them, if the books were 
properly censored. But I see boys buy- 
ing them every day, and going around 
with an armful of them, passing them 
around, and getting all the other boys 
have, filling their heads with them. 

Teachers complain that pupils’ heads 
are so full of these things that they 
cannot concentrate on their studies. This 
is true of those books and programs that 
are not in themselves harmful, in mod- 
eration. Then there are the other kind, 
that are both immoral and indecent and 
criminal. These are the ones that are 
feeding our boys and girls on crime, 
and leading to some horrible crimes 
committed by children. 

No wonder America has a_ juvenile 
crime wave. We have trained them for 
it. The fault is not the children’s, but 
the parents’ and the rest of adult Amer- 
ica. Why do not the Christians of Amer- 
ica wage war on these things? 

For some time I have been interested 
in building up a Sunday school library 
with the standard books that we all read 
a generation ago and the new Christian 
fiction books. I find that children read 
the good books just as readily as the 
bad ones. They would be satisfied with 
the good books, if these lurid colored 
comics did not stare them in the face 
at every store, almost. 

There seems to be a special fascina- 
tion about the comic strip style, a pic- 
tured story. Some three or four years 
ago, I found in a’ Bible bookstore the 
Old and New Testament stories gotten 
up in just that style. They were true 
to the Word, and perfectly thrilling to 
my grandsons. The books are in tatters, 
but they still read them. I have tried 
to replace them, but am told they do not 
have them now. If any of you know 
where I can get them, I would like to 
hear from you, 

If you can find one that is true to the 
Bible, I would recommend them for chil- 
dren. We have tried to do some of this 
same type of work in the missionary 
magazine for children, Around the World 
with Uncle Paul. It is definitely worth 
while to use various methods to get the 
Bible into the hearts and heads of the 
children. 

Children are going to think about the. 
things they read and see. No doubt tele- 
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vision will have more effect than other 
things. The things seen are remem. 
bered and make so much more im. 
pression than those read or heard, go 
beware, Christian parents! : 

Paul gave some good advice about 
thinking. It is very old-fashioned, byt 
just as good as the day it was written, 
You will find it in Philippians 4:8: 

“Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatscever things are honest, 
whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, and if 
there be any praise, think on_ these 
things.” 

I wish you'd check the radio pro- 
grams, the movies, the television pro- 
grams, the things your children are see. 
ing and hearing, and see how many wil] 
pass the test of this verse. I think you 
will be shocked. It might be a good plan 
to check your own programs, and see 
what you are filling your own heads 
with. 

This lesson today is more for teachers 
and parents than for children. It is 
tremendously important. You cannot 
feed children crime, murder, shooting, 
law-breaking, and expect them to turn 
out fine, upstanding, law-abiding Chris. 
tian young people. If you bring them 
up on all the worst in our civilization, 
how can they be true, honest, just, pure, 
lovely, or of good report? 

Talk to your class today about the 
kind of things they read and hear and 
see. Ask them to check their own pro- 
grams and books by this standard: 
Would Jesus want them to hear such 
things? Do they help them to be better 
Christians? Do they make them love 
the Lord Jesus Christ better, and enjoy 
their Bible more? Anything that. can- 
not pass these tests is not worth while 
for a Christian. Make your class under- 
stand that Christians cannot play with 
filthy things and not get soiled, they 
cannot follow Satan and Christ; there 
must be a clean break between the two. 
Which will they serve?

AST week’s topic, dealing with the 

cost of following Christ, is closely 
linked with this week’s. The Lord first 
says to men, “Follow me,” and then, “Go 
ye.” Everyone who hears Christ’s call 
to follow will also hear His command 
to go. 

It is important for us to notice in the 
Scripture chosen for this week that the 
“go” is an imperative. The Lord does 
not say here that it would be nice if 
someone went, or that all of us should 
have a disposition to go. Nor does He 
say that the condition of the world with- 
out Christ should urge some to go. Here 
is a definite command, and it is spoken 
to every believer, regardless of station, 
e circumstance, or other obligation or 
training, or progress in the Christian life. 
Everyone of us who claims to be a fol- 
lower of the Lord Jesus is included in 
this command, and cannot evade his re- 
sponsibility to obey it.

One reason for the all-inclusiveness of 
this command is that “all power,” cr 
authority, has been given unto Christ. 
God has made Him our Commander in 
Chief, and He has full authority to tell 
each of us what we are to do.

A Short Introduction to the Penta- 
teuch. By G. Ch. Aalders. (Tyndale 
Press, W.C. 1. May be had from Inter. 
Varsity Christian Fellowship, Chicago 
10; $2.) The professor of Old Testament 
in the Free University of Amsterdam 
has produced a volume, unusual in its 
compactness, that endeavors to answer 
higher critical attacks on the Mosaic 
authorship of the Pentateuch. He traces 
the history of such criticism, noting the 
arguments that seemed to give cogency 
to the documentary, fragmentary, and 
supplementary hypotheses. His historical 
survey concludes with a glance at mod- 
ern doubts voiced by the critics them- 
selves as to the correctness of such criti- 
cism, 

Next, the arguments alleged to sup- 
port the documentary hypothesis are 
tested, and are all found wanting: There 
is no sound reason to accept so freély 
the hypotheses that the Pentateuch; as 
it now stands, is the result of a long 
process of writing and editing. 

His conclusions are the careful and 
cautious expressions of a Biblical scholar 
— most of the Pentateuch is the work of 
Moses; some parts are by another hand, 
Exodus 11:3 and Numbers 12:3,- whith 
“cannot be ascribed to Moses without 
accusing him of matehless pride and

9) This is the tenth in the series of 
Grek New Testament Word Studies by 
Professor Wuest of the Moody Bible In- 
diute. It will be found useful to Bible 
ghool teachers and translators, espe- 
dally missionary translators. Its value 
ig greatly enhanced by extracts from 
qider studies, Vincent's “Word Studies 
inthe New Testament”; the “Expositor’s 
Grek New Testament”; H. B. Swete’s 
work on Mark, and A. T. Robertson’s 
‘Word Pictures in the New Testament.” 
These are so extensive as largely to 
make the book a mosaic of. admirable 
quotations. The original translation of 
the Gospel of Mark, verse by verse, by 
Mr. Wuest, is delightful and often en- 
lightening. As other fine fruit trees, 
this would have benefited by consider- 
abie pruning before publication. The 
Greek proverb, “The half is more than 
the whole,” is an admonition that 
guthors generally should take to heart, 
and a book can often be more valuable 
when cut down that much. 


Fatherhood of God and Brotherhood 
of Man. By George A. Brown. (Evangel- 
ital Publishers, Toronto 1; 25 cents, 
paper.) As indicated by the title, this 
isa study of the popular, Liberal false 
teaching so widely broadcast today. It 
pricks this pretentious bubble ably and 
decisively and deserves wide distribu- 
tion.

“Gop in a wonderful way opened 
the door wide for witnesses along 
with the language study,” writes an 
Indian missionary, “Each Sunday, and 
sometimes during the week, a group of 
fundamental students from the language 
school have been granted the use of a 
local church. While the government 
now prohibits street meetings, we could 
have outdoor meetings in front of the 
church and a hundred folks would come. 
Then we would invite them inside to a 
regular evangelistic service, and the 
church would usually be full (perhaps 
250). All classes have come to these 
meetings — rich, poor, ignorant, edu- 
cated, high caste and outcast. Also 
people from Tibet and other countries 
to the north. Some older missionaries 
have remarked these were the most un- 
usual meetings they had ever seen since 
all classes of people came. People would 
try to break up the meeting, but they

never succeeded. If souls are not saved 
or people don't get mad, I feel there is 
something wrong with the meeting— 
and we had both happen. So I feel the 
Lord has been with us.” 


From the Nepal border, another 
earnest missionary writes of meetings in 
his apartment: “Posters were put up 
throughout the bazaar, and we were 
praying much that the people would 
come. Our prayers were answered, for 
17 were present at the very first meet- 
ing, among them a very wealthy Ar- 
menian who owns Mount Everest Hotel, 
Seeing the crowded room, he said to us, 
“Why don't you people move up to the 
hotel for your meetings? We'll give 
you a room, piano and anything else 
you need. There will be plenty of chairs, 
so you won't have anything to wor 
about.” This kind offer was cabeeed, 
and at the very next meeting, the at- 
tendance was doubled.”
